VERA  EASTMAN 


The  1998  Town  Report  is  dedicated  to  Vera  Eastman  in  recognition  of 
her  100  years  of  residency  in  Kensington.   Vera  Eastman  was  born  on  April 
21,  1897  in  the  little  house  at  Palmer's  Corner.   In  1901  her  parents, 
George  C.  and  Carrie  Eastman  bought  the  farm  on  Moulton  Ridge  Road  where 
she  has  lived  her  whole  life.   She  had  on  brother,  Pete,  who  moved  away, 
but  came  back  to  the  homeplace  at  the  end  of  his  life. 

When  Vera  was  a  girl  there  were  two  stores  in  town;  one  was  the  post 
office.   There  were  three  churches  (The  Christian  meeting  house  did  not 
become  the  Grange  until  1906.   Vera  is  honored  to  be  a  75  year  member  of 
the  grange.)   Vera  attended  the  Universalist  Church.   "My  family  all  went 
there,"  she  says.   In  1915  she  is  listed  in  the  town  history  as  a  member 
of  "The  Moulton  Circle"  which  was  formed  to  aid  the  church;  it  was  active 
until  1927.   There  were  three  elementary  schools.   Vera  went  to  the  North 
(brick)  School  at  the  corner  near  her  home.   "I  hated  school,"  she  says, 
but  she  has  happy  memories  of  playing  outside. 

When  Vera  was  20,  the  town's  population  was  the  lowest  in  its 
history,  383.   (It  had  been  around  800  throughout  the  18th  c  declining 
gradually  through  the  19th.)   Many  people  left  town  to  work  in  the 
factories  of  Amesbury  and  Haverhill.   George  Eastman  went  to  work  as  a 
laster  in  the  Exeter  shoe  factory.   He  "commuted"  there  for  many  years. 
Later  \/era    "commuted"  to  work  at  Phillips  Exeter  Academy,  walking  the  six 
mile  round  trip,  five  days  a  week  for  many  years.   Even  after  the 
invention  of  the  automobile,  she  never  had  a  driver's  license. 
"Progress"  was  slow  on  the  Eastman  farm.   Vera  has  only  had  running  water 
for  about  15  years.   "It  still  doesn't  seem  right  not  to  go  outside  for 
the  water " . 

During  Vera's  life  span,  many  things  have  changed  about  Kensington. 
The  population  has  quadrupled,  the  roads  have  been  paved  and  the  trees 
have  grown.   When  Vera  was  born,  there  was  open  land  as  far  as  you  could 
see.   Now  those  fields  are  the  woodlands  we  enjoy,  still  marked  at  the 
edges  by  the  stone  walls  that  were  built  100  years  before  Vera  was  born. 
She  also  comments  that  the  sense  of  community  is  different.   "Neighbors 
aren't  so  neighborly  anymore.   Used  to  be  you  knew  everybody  in  town. 
You  saw  your  neighbors  a  lot.   Now  you  don't  know  someone  who  lives  next 
door."   Is  the  town  better  or  worse  for  all  this  time?   "It's  different, 
I  guess.   But  it's  just  change,"  she  says. 

Vera  Eastman's  life  span  informs  us  of  our  past,  offering  insight  on 
our  present  with  which  we  can  make  the  decisions  that  will  effect  our 
future .

TOWN  WARRANT 

THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Kensington  in  the  County  of  Rockingham  in 
said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  American  Legion  Hall  in  said 
Kensington  on  Friday,  the  sixth  day  of  February,  next  at  7:30  pm  for  the 
purpose  of  transacting  all  business  other  than  voting  by  official  ballot. 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  thereafter  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
Kensington  on  Tuesday,  the  tenth  day  of  March  to  elect  officers,  vote  on 
zoning  articles  and  to  vote  on  all  warrant  articles  from  the  first  session 
by  official  ballot. 

Polls  will  be  open  from  8:00  am  to  7:30  pm. 

ARTICLE  1^   To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officials  for  the  year  ensuing. 

ARTICLE  2_^   Are  you  in  favor  of  increasing  the  term  of  the  town  road  agent 
from  one  (1)  year  to  three  (3)  years,  beginning  with  the  term  of  the  road 
agent  who  shall  be  elected  at  next  year's  regular  town  meeting  or  appointed 
by  the  Selectmen  elected  at  said  meeting? 

ARTICLE  3^   Planning  Board  Article.   "Are  you  in  favor  of  amending  the 
existing  zoning  ordinance  as  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board?" 

Proposed  change: 

Amend  Chapter  V  -  Article  3,  Section  3.1  BUILDING  PERMIT 

Building  Permit  Fee  Schedule 

3.   Building  permit  fees  for  residential  and  non-residential 
construction  shall  be  based  on  the  sq.  ft.  of  the  finished 
structure  and  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  .5%  (formerly  read 
0.005%)  of  $65/sq.  ft.   Building  permit  fee  for  a  garage,  barn 
or  shed  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  .5%  of  $20/sq.  ft. 

ARTICLE  4^   Planning  Board  Article.   "Are  you  in  favor  of  repealing  the 
existing  zoning  ordinance.  Chapter  II,  Article  7   WETLAND  CONSERVATION 
DISTRICT  and  replace  with: 

Chapter  II,  Article  7   WETLAND  CONSERVATION  DISTRICT 

Article  7.1   PURPOSE 

The  general  purpose  of  this  District  is  for  regulations  of  wetlands  in 
Kensington  in  such  a  manner  as  to  preserve  the  Town's  water  resources  for 
the  benefit  of  public  health,  safety  and  general  welfare.   Correlated 
purposes  are: 

A.  To  preserve  wetland  areas  for  their  natural  productivity,  wildlife 
habitat,  recreational  and  scenic  enjoyment,  and  to  encourage  uses  that 
will  enhance  these  values. 

B.  To  preserve  natural  wetland  areas  which  provide  flood  protection, 
nutrient  absorption  and  augmentation  of  stream  flows  during  dry 
periods. 

C.  To  prevent  the  development  of  structures  of  other  land  uses  on 


/ 


naturally  occurring  wetland  areas  that  would  contribute  to  surface  and 
groundwater  pollution  or  reduce  surface  and  groundwater  supplies. 
D.   To  prevent  unnecessary  or  excessive  expense  to  the  Town  in  providing 
and  maintaining  obligated  services  which  arise  because  of  the 
inappropriate  use  of  wetland  areas. 

Article  7.2   DEFINITION  AND  DESIGNATION 

A.  The  Kensington  Wetlands  Conservation  District  encompasses  specific 
areas  mapped  and  delineated  by  the  Natural  Resources  Conservation 
Service  formerly  known  as  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture 
(U.S.D.A.)  Soil  Conservation  Service.   This  District  is  shown  on  a  map 
designated  as  the  "Town  of  Kensington  Wetlands  Conservation  District". 

The  areas  encompassed  are: 

Marshes,  bogs 

Swamps 

Ponds 

Streams 

Hydric  A  -  Very  Poorly  Drained  Soils 

Generally,  are  those  soil  areas  in  which  the  water  table  is  at 
or  on  the  surface  of  the  ground  for  more  than  nine  months  of  the 
year.   Criteria  to  determine  soil  classification  are  defined  in 
Site  Specific  Soil  Mapping  Standards  for  New  Hampshire  and 
Vermont,  SSSNE  Special  Publication  #3,  June  1997. 

Hydric  B  -  Poorly  Drained  Soils 

Generally,  are  those  soil  areas  in  which  the  water  table  rises 
to  within  six  inches  of  the  ground  surface  for  six  to  nine 
months  of  the  year.   Criteria  to  determine  soil  classification 
are  defined  in  Site  Specific  Soil  Mapping  Standards  for  New 
Hampshire  and  Vermont,  SSSNE  Special  Publication  #3,  June  1997. 

Wetland  area  boundaries  indicated  on  the  Wetland  Conservation  District  map 
are  based  on  soil  survey  field  work  during  1978.   This  work  was  done  in 
cooperation  with  the  Rockingham  County  Conservation  District  by  staff 
scientists  of  the  Natural  Resources  Conservation  Service.   Copies  of  this 
work  in  total  are  on  file  with  the  Kensington  Planing  Board,  Conservation 
Commission,  and  Town  Clerk,  as  well  as  the  District  Office  of  the  Natural 
Resources  Conservation  Service. 

This  map  is  considered  a  guide  only.   Any  questions  as  to  the  precise 
location  of  a  wetland  boundary  in  any  particular  case  must  be  determined  by 
on  site  inspection  of  soil  types.   This  data  will  be  prepared  by  a 
certified  soil  scientist  using  the  standards  of  high  intensity  soil  maps 
for  New  Hampshire  or  in  accordance  with  Site  Specific  Soil  Maps  for  New 
Hampshire  and  Vermont  as  accepted  by  the  Society  of  Soil  Scientists  of 
Northern  New  England. 

B.  In  cases  where  areas  designated  by  the  Wetlands  Conservation  District 
are  regulated  by  the  Land  Use  Ordinance  and  Subdivision  Control 
Regulations,  the  more  restrictive  regulations  shall  govern. 

Article  7.3   PERMITTED  USES 

A.   For  areas  with  Hydric  B  soils: 

1.   General:   Any  use  that  does  not  involve  the  erection  of  a  permanent 
residential ,  commercial  or  industrial  structure  and  that  does  not 


alter  the  surface  configuration  of  the  land  by  the  addition  or  fill 
or  by  dredging,  except  as  a  common  treatment  associated  with  a 
permitted  use.   A  permitted  use  must  be  consistent  with  the  purpose 
and  intent  of  Article  7.1.   Permitted  uses  include,  but  are  not 
limited  to: 

a.  Agriculture; 

b.  Forestry  and  tree  farming; 

c.  Construction  of  well  water  supplies; 

d.  Drainage  ways,  to  include  streams,  creeks  or  other  paths  of 
natural  runoff  as  well  as  common  agricultural  land  drainage; 

e.  Wildlife  habitat  development  and  management; 

f.  Parks  and  recreation; 

g.  Conservation  areas  and  nature  trails; 

h.   Open  space  as  permitted  or  required  by  subdivision  regulations. 

B.   For  Hydric  A  soils  and/or  marshes,  swamps,  ponds,  bogs  and  streams: 
1.   General:   such  uses  as  specified  by  Section  A  for  Hydric  B  soils 
shall  be  permitted  except  that  no  alteration  of  the  surface 
configuration  of  the  land  by  filling  will  be  allowed,  even  if  the 
proposed  use  is  a  common  treatment  associated  with  the  permitted 
use.   No  erection  of  a  structure  will  be  permitted. 

Article  7.4   PROHIBITED  USES 

A.  Waste  disposal  systems; 

B.  Septage,  waste  or  sludge  disposal; 

C.  Storage  of  gasoline,  fuel  oil  or  other  hazardous  materials; 

D.  Landfills  or  dumps; 

E.  Commercial  excavation; 

F.  Road  salt  stockpiles. 

Article  7.5   SPECIAL  PROVISIONS 

A.  Hydric  B  soils  may  be  used  to  fulfill  all  but  the  30,000  square  feet  of 
any  building  lot  minimum  acreage  requirement  provided  that  the  non- 
wetland  area  is  sufficient  in  size  and  configuration  to  accommodate  all 
required  utilities,  as  determined  by  the  Town  of  Kensington  Test  Pit 
Inspector. 

B.  No  Hydric  A  soils  or  bodies  of  water  may  be  used  to  satisfy  minimum  lot 
size. 

C.  No  building  of  any  kind  shall  be  constructed  within  100  feet  of  Hydric 
A  soils  with  the  exception  of  structures  no  greater  than  400  square 
feet. 

D.  No  building  of  any  kind  shall  be  constructed  within  50  feet  of  Hydric  B 
soils  with  the  exception  of  structures  no  greater  than  400  square  feet. 

E.  Where  an  existing  building  within  the  wetland  setback  area  is  destroyed 
or  in  need  of  extensive  repair,  it  may  be  rebuilt  provided  that  such 
re-building  is  completed  within  two  years  of  the  event  causing 
destruction.   The  new  or  re-built  structure  shall  not  extend  further 
into  the  wetland  or  wetland  setback  area  than  the  original  footprint. 

F.  Structures  and  uses  existing  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this 
Ordinance  may  be  continued  provided  that  such  use  shall  not  be  expanded 
to  further  encroach  upon  the  wetlands  or  wetland  setback  areas. 

Article  7.6   SPECIAL  EXCEPTIONS 

A.   Special  exceptions  may  be  granted  by  the  Board  of  Adjustment  for  the 
following  uses  within  the  wetland  setback  areas  specified  in  Articles 


7.5  C  and  7.5  D  and,  if  necessary,  within  the  Wetlands  Conservation 
District,  if  it  can  be  shown  that  such  use  will  not  conflict  with  the 
purposes  and  intent  of  Article  7.1.   Proper  evidence  to  this  effect 
shall  be  submitted  in  writing  to  the  Board  of  Adjustment. 

1.  Streets,  roads,  and  other  access  ways  and  utility  right-of-way 
easements.   If  such  location  is  essential  to  the  productive  use  of 
land  not  so  zoned,  and  so  constructed  as  to  minimize  any 
detrimental  impact  of  such  use  upon  the  Wetland  Conservation 
District  and  the  wetland  setback  areas  specified  in  Articles  75.  C 
and  7.5  D . 

2.  The  construction  of  wharfs,  footbridges,  catwalks,  fences,  water 
impoundments  and  beaches.   The  building  inspector  shall  ensure  that 
all  construction  conforms  to  standard  construction  requirements. 

3.  On  vacant  lots  of  record.   The  construction  of  new  structures 
within  the  wetland  setback  areas  specified  in  Articles  7.5  C  and 
7.5  D  or  within  the  Wetlands  Conservation  District,  provided  the 
structure  is  placed  and  designated  to  minimize  the  impacts  on 
wetlands . 

B.  The  Kensington  Conservation  Commission  shall  submit  their  comments  on 
the  anticipated  environmental  effects  to  these  uses  on  the  area 
proposed  for  such  use,  which  will  be  used  by  the  Board  of  Adjustment  in 
its  decision.   If  deemed  necessary  by  the  Board  of  Adjustment,  the 
Rockingham  County  Conservation  District  shall  be  consulted,  at  the 
applicant's  expense,  to  review  and  comment  on  the  anticipated 
environmental  effects  of  the  proposal . 

C.  All  necessary  state  permits  and  approvals  required  by  the  State 
Statutes  shall  be  obtained  prior  to  local  special  exceptions  being 
granted. 

ARTICLE  7.7   PROCEDURE  FOR  REVIEW 

A.  Building  Permits  for  Individual  Lots: 

1.  Lots  of  Record  -  The  Building  Inspector  shall  check  the  location  of 
the  proposed  construction  relative  to  the  Wetlands  Conservation 
District  to  ensure  compliance  with  Article  7.   Wetland  information 
from  the  Wetland  Conservation  District  map  or  on  site  inspection  as 
referenced  in  Article  7.2  and  shall  be  submitted  to  and  reviewed  by 
the  Building  Inspector.   The  person  applying  for  the  building 
permit  shall  gather  necessary  information. 

2.  New  Lots  -  The  building  Inspector  shall  rely  on  the  review  of  the 
Test  Pit  Inspector,  as  required  by  Article  7.5. 

B.  Subdivision  Proposals: 

Upon  receiving  a  subdivision  proposal,  the  Planning  Board  shall  check 
the  location  of  all  proposed  new  lots  relative  to  the  Wetlands 
Conservation  District  to  ensure  compliance  to  the  Article.   The  Town  of 
Kensington  Test  Pit  Inspector  shall  include,  as  part  of  his  site 
information,  whether  the  special  provisions  of  Article  7  have  been  met. 

ARTICLE  7.8   PROCEDURE  FOR  APPEAL  OF  WETLAND  CLASSIFICATION 

In  the  event  that  an  area  alleged  to  be  incorrectly  designated  on  the 
Wetland  Conservation  District  Map,  the  person  or  persons  aggrieved  by  such 
designations,  or  the  Planning  Board  or  Test  Pit  Inspector,  may  call  upon 
the  services  of  a  certified  soil  scientist  to  examine  the  area  in  question 
and  report  on  all  the  actual  location  of  the  Wetland  area.   Such 
investigation  shall  be  undertaken  at  the  expense  of  the  person  or  persons 
so  aggrieved. 
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ARTICLE  5.    By  petition  of  the  Kensington  Civic  Association  and  others: 
To  see  if  the  voters  of  Kensington  will  vote  to  delete  the  phrase  "cluster 
development"  from  Chapter  II,  Article  8.3,  Section  IC  of  the  Zoning  and 
Land  Use  Regulation.   The  Planning  Board  recommends  this  article. 

ARTICLE  6.    By  petition  of  the  Kensington  Civic  Association  and  others: 
To  see  if  the  voters  of  Kensington  will  vote  to  adopt  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  III,  Article  10:   Open  Space  Subdivision. 

Chapter  III,  Article  10   OPEN  SPACE  SUBDIVISION 

1.  Purpose  &  Objective 

The  purpose  of  this  section  is  to  allow  an  alternative  approach  to 
subdivision  which  encourages  flexibility  in  the  design  of  residential 
development  in  order  to: 

(1)  promote  greater  efficiency  in  the  use  of  land 

(2)  to  preserve  natural  features  of  the  landscape 

(3)  to  discourage  development  sprawl 

(4)  to  preserve  open  land,  tree  cover,  recreation  areas,  and  scenic 
vistas 

(5)  to  discourage  construction  on  land  with  poor  site  suitability  for 
development 

(6)  to  encourage  forms  of  development  that  are  in  keeping  with  the 
existing  character  of  Kensington 

2.  Definitions 

The  following  definitions  apply  specifically  to  this  Section  of  the 
Zoning  Ordinance: 

Open  Space  Subdivision:   A  form  of  residential  subdivision  that  permits 
housing  units  to  be  grouped  on  sites  or  lots  with  dimensions,  frontages 
and  setbacks  reduced  from  conventional  requirements,  provided  the 
density  of  the  tract  as  a  whole  shall  not  be  greater  than  the  maximum 
density  allowable  utilizing  current  zoning  densities  or  current 
subdivision  lot  size  requirements,  whichever  is  more  restrictive,  with 
the  remaining  land  area  devoted  to  open  public  space. 

Piiblic  Open  Space:   Land  set  aside  as  a  result  of  the  open  space 
subdivision.   Public  open  space  is  not  individually  owned  and  is 
designed  and  intended  for  environmental,  scenic,  or  recreational 
purposes  of  citizens  of  Kensington.   Public  open  space  may  not  be 
further  subdivided.   Public  open  space  may  include,  but  is  not  limited 
to  recreation  areas  and  wooded  areas.   The  public  open  space  may  not 
consist  of  more  than  50%  land  which  is  listed  as  not  allowed  N.A.  in 
the  town  soil  type  lot  size  requirements.   For  the  purpose  of 
calculating  public  open  space  requirements  for  open  space  subdivision 
development,  public  open  space  shall  not  include  driveways  or  parking 
lots. 

Undevelopable  Land  Area:   Land  which  is  listed  as  not  allowed  on  N.A. 
in  the  town  soil  type  lot  size  requirements. 

Developable  Land  Area:   The  developable  land  area  is  the  portion  of  the 
tract  remaining  after  deducting  the  undevelopable  land  area  from  the 
total  tract  area. 
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Lot,  Tract  or  Parcel:   An  area,  parcel,  site,  piece  of  land,  or 
property  which  is  the  subject  of  a  development  proposal  and  application 
under  the  Open  Space  Subdivision  Ordinance  of  the  Kensington  Zoning 
Ordinance  and  Land  Use  Regulations. 

Conventional  Lot  Size  and  Frontage:   Refers  to  the  current  requirements 
imposed  by  the  Town  of  Kensington  Zoning  Ordinances  using  conventional 
subdivision  practices. 

Where  Permitted 

Open  Space  Subdivision  as  defined  in  this  section  shall  be  permitted  in 

any  residential ly  zoned  district  within  the  Town. 

Permitted  Uses 

No  Open  Space  Subdivision  developments  shall  include  any  use  other  than 
single  family  dwellings,  accessory  structures  and  incidental 
recreational  uses. 

Any  well  or  septic  system  shall  not  be  located  within  the  designated 
public  open  space. 

Application  Procedures  &  Relationship  to  Subdivision  &  Site  Plan 

Regulations 

Review  Process:   An  open  space  subdivision  shall  be  treated  as  a 

subdivision  for  review  and  public  hearing  purposes.   All  open  space 

subdivisions  shall  follow  standard  procedures  for  application  and 

review. 

The  Planning  Board  shall  give  particular  consideration  to  the  following 
criteria: 

(a)  That  the  proposed  development  will  be  consistent  with  the  general 
purpose,  goals,  objectives  and  standards  of  the  town's  master 
plan,  zoning  ordinance,  subdivision  regulations,  and  site  plan 
review  regulations. 

(b)  That  the  proposed  development  complies  with  all  applicable 
provisions  of  the  zoning  ordinance,  subdivision  regulations  and 
site  plan  review  regulations  unless  expressly  supersede  by  this 
ordinance. 

(c)  That  the  individual  lots,  buildings,  streets,  and  parking  areas 
shall  be  designed  and  situated  to  minimize  alteration  of  the 
natural  site  features. 

(d)  The  suitability  of  all  open  space  intended  for  recreation  or  other 
specified  uses  shall  be  determined  by  the  size,  shape,  topography, 
and  location  for  the  particular  purpose  proposed,  and  shall  be 
accessible  to  all  residents  of  Kensington  and 

(e)  The  proposed  open  space  subdivision  will  not  have  an  undue  adverse 
effect  upon  adjacent  property,  the  character  of  the  neighborhood, 
traffic  conditions,  utility  facilities,  and  other  areas  related  to 
public  health,  safety  and  general  welfare. 

Minimum  Development  Size 

No  open  space  subdivision  authorized  by  this  Ordinance  shall  contain 

less  than  ten  (10)  acres. 

Development  Density 

The  maximum  density  of  open  space  subdivision  developments  is  the 
maximum  density  which  would  be  allowed  utilizing  current  zoning 
densities  or  current  subdivision  lot  size  requirements,  whichever  is 
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more  restrictive.   Providing  that  all  existing  conditions  are  met  and 
that  an  overall  density  of  one  single  family  dwelling  per  two  acres  is 
maintained,  single  family  dwellings  may  be  situated  such  that  the  lot 
sizes  are  reduced  to  a  minimum  of  one  acre.   All  reductions  in  lot  size 
shall  be  offset  by  an  equivalent  amount  of  land  set  aside  in  common 
open  space,  or  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Planning  Board.   All 
sections  of  the  subdivision  regulations  or  the  zoning  ordinance  which 
are  not  supersede  by  the  open  space  subdivision  options  shall  be 
applicable. 

8.  Dimensional  Requirements 

All  dwellings  within  an  open  space  subdivision  shall  conform  to  minimum 
setbacks  as  specified  in  the  conventional  setbacks.   Frontages  must 
correspond  proportionately  to  the  reduction  in  lot  size.   For  example, 
if  an  open  space  subdivision  is  planned  for  lot  sizes  of  one  acre, 
frontage  requirements  can  be  reduced  by  no  more  than  half  of  what  is 
required  in  a  conventional  subdivision. 

An  open  space  subdivision  shall  have  a  50  foot  landscape  buffer  to 
provide  adequate  transition  between  abutting  land  uses  and  existing 
town  roads.   Whenever  possible,  natural  vegetation  shall  be  retained. 
No  construction  with  the  exception  of  primary  access  roads  shall  be 
permitted  in  the  buffer,  including  septic  system,  parking  and  collector 
and  service  roads. 

9.  Use  and  Disposition  of  Public  Open  Space 

Public  open  space  shall  be  preserved  n  perpetuity  by  restrictive 
covenant  which  shall  be  enforceable  by  any  citizen  of  Kensington  or  by 
the  town  of  Kensington. 

Such  public  open  space  shall  be  restricted  to  recreational  uses,  such 
as  nature  trails,  wildlife  habitat,  community  gardens,  or  conservation 
1 ands . 

Disposition  of  Public  Open  Space:  Such  public  open  space  within  the 
open  space  subdivision  shall  be  owned  by  one  of  the  following: 

(1)  a  private,  non-profit  organization  which  has  as  a  purpose  the 
preservation  of  open  space  through  ownership  and  control  provided 
that  the  residents  of  Kensington  have  access  to  public  open  space 
for  recreational  uses;  for  example,  the  Society  for  the  Protection 
of  New  Hampshire  Forests,  the  New  Hampshire  Audobon  Society  or  the 
Rockingham  Land  Trust. 

(2)  A  public  body  which  maintain  the  land  as  public  open  space  for  the 
benefit  of  the  general  public;  for  example  the  town  of  Kensington. 

(3)  A  private  non-profit  corporation,  association,  or  other  non-profit 
legal  entity  established  by  the  applicant  for  the  benefit  and 
enjoyment  of  the  residents  of  Kensington;  for  example,  the 
Kensington  Civic  Association. 

(4)  A  private  non-profit  corporation,  association,  or  other  non-profit 
legal  entity  established  by  the  applicant  for  the  benefit  and 
enjoyment  of  the  residents  of  the  open  space  subdivision  and  over 
which  residents  of  the  open  space  subdivision  have  control;  for 
example,  a  homeowner's  association. 

The  intent  is  to  guarantee  the  continued  use  of  land  for  the  intended 
purpose  of  preserving  public  open  space. 

10.  Applicability  of  Zoning  and  Land  Use  Regulations  to  Open  Space

Subdivision 

Residential  open  space  subdivision  development  shall  comply  with  all 
applicable  provisions  of  the  Kensington  Zoning  Ordinance  and 
subdivision  regulations  unless  expressly  superseded  by  the  provision  of 
this  ordinance. 

The  Planning  Board  recommends  this  article. 

ARTICLE  7.    To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $588,536.00  (Five  hundred  eighty-eight  thousand  five  hundred  thirty  six 
dollars)  which  represents  the  operating  budget.   Said  sum  does  not  include 
special  articles  addressed.   Should  this  article  be  defeated,  the  operating

JURTICLE  8.    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $8,000.00  (Eight  Thousand  Dollars)  to  be  added  to  the  Police  Cruiser 
Capital  Reserve  Fund  previously  established.   Selectmen  recommend  this 
appropriation.   This  appropriation  is  in  addition  to  Warrant  Article  7,  the 
operating  budget  article. 

ARTICLE  9.    To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  establishment  of  a 
capital  reserve  fund  (pursuant  to  RSA  Chapter  35)  for  the  future 
revaluation  of  the  municipality  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$15,000.00  (Fifteen  thousand  dollars)  towards  this  purpose,  and  appoint  the 
selectmen  as  agents  to  administer  the  fund.   The  Selectmen  recommend  this 
appropriation.   This  appropriation  is  in  addition  to  Warrant  Article  7,  the 
operating  budget  article. 

ARTICLE  10.   To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $12,000.00  (Twelve  thousand  dollars)  to  replace  culverts  on  Kimball 
Road.   Selectmen  recommend  this  appropriation.   This  appropriation  is  in 
addition  to  Warrant  Article  7,  the  operating  budget  article. 

2VRTICLE  11.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $76,000.00  (Seventy  six  thousand  dollars)  (total  cost)  for  the  purchase 
of  a  new  Type  III  ambulance,  $36,000.00  to  come  from  the  Kensington  Fire 
Department  Association  and  $40,000.00  to  be  raised  from  taxes.   This 
appropriation  is  in  addition  to  Warrant  Article  7,  the  operating  budget 
article. 

ARTICLE  12.   By  petition  of  Bonnie  Provost  and  others:   To  see  if  the  town 
will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $550.00  (Five  hundred  fifty 
dollars)  to  Sexual  Assault  Support  Services,   a  non-profit  organization,  to 
assist  in  funding  the  Rape  Crisis  Intervention  Program.   Our  agency  has  a 
24  hour  crisis  hotline,  advocates  for  sexual  abuse  survivors  in  your  town 
and  provides  educational  presentation  programs  to  your  children  in  your 
schools.   This  appropriation  is  in  addition  to  Warrant  Article  7,  the 
operating  budget  article. 

ARTICLE  13.   To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  Whipple  Way  as  a  Town 
road.   Said  road  has  been  approved  by  the  Planning  Board  and  the  Town 
Engineer.   The  Planning  Board  recommends  this  article.

ARTICLE  15.   By  petition  of  Shirley  Upton  and  others:  To  see  if  the  Town 
will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  (One  thousand 
dollars)  in  1998  to  assist  with  our  counselling  services  to  families  and 
children.   Child  and  Family  Services  of  NH  is  an  independent,  non-profit 
agency  dedicated  to  advancing  the  well-being  of  children  by  providing  an 
array   of  social  services  to  strengthen  family  life  and  by  promoting 
community  commitment  to  meet  the  needs  of  children.

Article  3.1     BUILDING  PERMIT 

A  building  permit  for  new,  remodeled,  or  mobile  homes  is  required  to 
promote  the  health,  safety,  convenience  and  general  welfare  of  the 
community.

1.  The  value  of  construction,  mobile  home,  prefabricated  structure  or 
remodeling  exceeds  $2,000.

ARTICLE  9.    To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $569,701  (Five  hundred  sixty-nine  thousand  seven  hundred  one  dollars) 
which  represents  the  operating  budget.   Said  sum  does  not  include  special 
articles  addressed.   Selectmen  recommend  this  appropriation. 

Motion  made  by  John  Sargent  to  accept  this  article,  seconded  by  Bob 
Wadleigh.   John  Sargent  spoke  to  the  article.   He  stated  that  the  petition 
was  inadvertently  left  off  the  warrant  for  $550  for  the  Sexual  Assault 
Services  which  supports  the  rape  crisis  intervention  program.   The 
selectmen  would  like  to  take  $550  out  of  the  Welfare  Fund  in  the  budget  for 
the  Assault  Services  so  they  can  receive  their  funds.  Robert  Noll  called 
the  question,  seconded  by  Mike  Schwotzer,  vote  passed.   Voice  vote  was  in 
the  affirmative  for  article  9.

Schwotzer.   There  was  no  discussion  and  the  voice  vote  was  in  the 
affirmative. 

ARTICLE  11.   Shall  we  modify  the  elderly  exemptions  from  property  tax  in 
the  town  of  Kensington  based  on  assessed  value,  for  qualified  taxpayers  as 
follows:  for  a  person  65  years  of  age  up  to  75  years,  $10,000;  for  a  person 
75  years  of  age  up  to  80  years,  $15,000;  for  a  person  80  years  of  age  or 
older,  $20,000.   To  qualify,  the  person  must  have  been  a  New  Hampshire 
resident  for  at  least  5  years,  own  real  estate  individually  or  jointly,  or 
if  the  real  estate  is  owned  by  such  person's  spouse,  they  must  have  been 
married  for  at  least  5  years.   In  addition,  the  taxpayer  must  have  a  net 
income  of  not  more  than  $13,400  or,  if  married,  a  combined  net  income  of 
less  than  $20,400;  and  own  net  assets  not  in  excess  of  $35,000  excluding 
the  value  of  the  person's  residence. 

Motion  made  by  Mildred  Sargent  to  accept  the  article,  seconded  by  Bob  Noll. 
After  little  discussion  the  question  was  called  for  by  Pam  Schwotzer, 
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seconded  by  Mike  Schwotzer.   Voice  vote  to  call  the  question  was  in  the 
affirmative.   Voice  vote  on  article  11  was  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  12.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  provide  health  insurance  for 
town  employees  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $3,544.00 
(Three  thousand  five  hundred  forty-four  dollars)  for  the  1997  calendar 
year.   Benefits  will  be  obtained  through  the  New  Hampshire  Municipal  Health 
Insurance  Trust  Employees  will  receive  One-person  coverage  paid  to  an 
amount  equal  to  the  percentage  of  hours  worked  in  the  previous  year  where 
40  hours  equals  100%  (not  to  exceed  100%).   To  receive  benefits,  employees 
would  have  worked  20  hours  at  a  minimum  per  week  in  the  previous  year  and 
continue  to  work  a  minimum  of  20  hours  per  week.   New  employees  must  work 
for  the  Town  for  one  full  year  before  being  eligible  for  benefits. 
Selectmen  recommend  this  appropriation. 

Motion  was  made  by  John  Sargent  to  adopt  the  article,  seconded  by  Mike 
Murphy.   After  some  discussion,  John  Sargent  stated  that  this  is  a  single- 
plan,  not  for  families.   If  the  person  works  less  than  20  hours  in  a  given 
week  they  would  not  be  eligible.   Library  employees  would  be  included. 
This  would  cover  3  employees.   Motion  was  made  to  call  the  question, 
seconded  by  several,  vote  passed.   Voice  vote  for  article  12  was  in  the 
affirmative. 

ARTICLE  13.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $2,000.00  (Two  thousand  dollars)  to  stain  the  highway  shed  and  to 
authorize  the  withdrawal  of  $2,000.00  (Two  thousand  dollars)  from  the 
Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  Land  and  Buildings  for  this  purpose.   Selectmen 
recommend  this  appropriation. 

Motion  was  made  by  Mildred  Sargent  to  accept  the  article,  seconded  by  Bob 
Wadleigh.   John  Sargent  stated  that  $2000  is  an  estimate  by  Chris 
Batchelder  and  will  be  put  out  to  bid  before  the  work  is  done.   Mildred 
Sargent  made  a  motion  to  call  the  question,  seconded  by  Joe  Ripel ,  voice 
vote  passed  to  call  the  question.   Voice  vote  on  the  article  was  in  the 
affirmative. 

ARTICLE  14.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  Capital  Reserve 
Fund  under  the  provisions  of  RSA  35:1  for  the  purpose  of  a  Town  Police 
Cruiser  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,000.00  (Five  Thousand 
Dollars)  to  be  placed  in  this  fund  and  to  designate  the  Selectmen  as  agents 
to  expend.   Selectmen  recommend  this  appropriation. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Alfred  Felch  to  accept  the  article,  seconded  by  Mike 
Murphy.   John  Sargent  stated  that  this  is  the  first  $5000  put  into  the 
fund.   Mike  Aquilina  stated  that  they  get  3  years  out  of  a  cruiser.   After 
the  cruiser  reaches  100,000  miles,  discussions  for  a  new  cruiser  will 
begin.   After  no  further  discussion  the  voice  vote  was  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  15.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA 
202-A:4-c  authorizing  the  public  library  trustees  to  apply  for,  accept  and 
expend  money  which  may  be  offered  to  the  public  library  for  any  public 
purpose.   This  authority  shall  remain  in  effect  until  rescinded  by  town 
meeting. 

Motion  was  made  by  Bonnie  Ellsworth  to  adopt  the  article,  seconded  by 
Mildred  Sargent.   Pam  Schwotzer  stated  that  this  is  a  housekeeping  article 
coming  down  from  the  legislature  so  that  donations  could  be  accepted  and

expended.   Motion  was  made  to  amend  the  article  to  add  in  the  last 
sentence,  the  word  library  between  the  words  public  and  purpose,  seconded 
by  Betty  Willoughby.   It  was  suggested  by  Jan  Kaczmarek  we  do  not  change 
the  wording  and  we  do  not  try  to  improve  on  state  language.   Mike  Murphy 
made  a  motion  to  take  back  his  amendment  seconded  by  Betty  Willoughby.   Bob 
Noll  called  the  question,  seconded  by  several,  passed.   Voice  vote  was  in 
the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  16.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA

ARTICLE  17.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $7,647.80  (Seven  thousand  six  hundred  forty-seven  dollars  and  eighty 
cents)  for  the  following:  Seacoast  Hospice  $375,  Rockingham  Nutrition  & 
Meals  on  Wheels  Program  $380,  Child  &  Family  Services  of  NH  $1,000, 
Rockingham  Visiting  Nurse  Association  and  Hospice  $2,461.80,  Seacoast  Big 
Brothers/Big  Sisters  of  NH  $1,400,  Seacoast  Mental  Health  Center,  Inc. 
$500,  Richie  McFarland  Children's  Center  $1,000,  Rockingham  Community 
Action  $531.   The  selectmen  recommend  this  appropriation. 

Motion  made  by  Shirley  Upton  to  adopt  the  article,  seconded  by  Bob  Noll. 
Moderator  stated  he  understood  the  state  gave  the  town  the  opportunity  to 
consolidate  the  following  several  articles.   Articles  18  through  25  are  all 
spelled  out  indicating  their  sponsors  and  giving  background  on  each.   There 
was  no  discussion  and  the  voice  vote  was  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  18  THROUGH  25.   Motion  made  by  John  Sargent  to  lay  Articles  18 
through  25  on  the  table,  seconded  by  several.   Voice  vote  was  in  the 
affirmative. 

Article  18.   By  petition  of  Susan  Varn  and  others:  to  see  if  the  Town 
will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $375.00  (Three  hundred 
seventy-five  dollars)  to  assist  Seacoast  Hospice,  a  non-profit 
organization.   The  selectmen  recommend  this  appropriation. 

Article  19.   By  petition  of  Denise  LaRoche  and  others:  To  see  if  the 
Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $380.00  (Three 
hundred  eighty  dollars)  to  support  Rockingham  Nutrition  and  Meals  on 
Wheels  Program's  services  for  older,  homebound  older  and  disabled 
Kensington  residents.   The  selectmen  recommend  this  appropriation.

Article  21.   By  petition  of  Carol  Sargent  and  others:   To  see  if  the 
Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,461.80  (Two 
thousand  four  hundred  sixty-one  dollars  and  eighty  cents)  to  the 
Rockingham  Visiting  Nurse  Association  and  Hospice  for  providing 
continued  health  care  services  to  the  residents  of  the  town.   The 
selectmen  recommend  this  appropriation. 

Article  22.   By  petition  of  Michael  Schwotzer  and  others:  To  see  if 
the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,400.00  (One 
thousand  four  hundred  dollars)  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  cost 
of  services  provided  to  the  Town  of  Kensington  and  its  residents  by 
Seacoast  Big  Brothers/Big  Sisters  of  New  Hampshire.   The  selectmen 
recommend  this  appropriation. 

Article  23.   By  petition  of  Margaret  Ruggeri  and  others:   To  see  if 
the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500  (Five 
hundred  dollars)  for  the  support  of  the  Seacoast  Mental  Health  Center, 
Inc.   The  selectmen  recommend  this  appropriation. 

Article  24.   By  petition  of  Barbara  Greenwood  and  others:   To  see  if 
the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  (One 
thousand  dollars)  for  the  support  of  The  Richie  McFarland  Children's 
Center.   ($250  for  each  child  from  Kensington  served  -  4  children 
served.)  The  selectmen  recommend  this  appropriation. 

Article  25.   By  petition  of  Alicia  Crow  and  others:   To  see  if  the 
Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $531.00  (Five 
hundred  thirty-one  dollars)  to  Rockingham  County  Community  Action,  a 
private,  non-profit,  multi-service,  anti-poverty  agency.   This  amount 
represents  5%  of  $10,622,  the  value  of  services  rendered  to  Kensington 
residents  from  July  1,  1995  through  June  30,  1996.   The  selectmen 
recommend  this  appropriation. 

ARTICLE  26.   To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before 
the  Town  Meeting. 

John  Sargent  reported  for  the  Revaluation  Committee.   He  stated  they  found 
there  were  no  major  problems  at  this  time.   He  recommended  the  committee  be 
held  over  for  another  year  and  that  landowners  in  town  visit  the  tax  office 
to  go  over  their  tax  cards  for  accuracy. 

John  Sargent  asked  for  the  feeling  of  the  townspeople  of  having  a  unified 
zip  code,  one  zip  code  for  the  whole  town.   If  there  is  interest,  the 
Selectmen  will  pursue  it. 

Judging  by  discussion  there  definitely  is  interest  and  we  realize  this  is  a 
complicated  issue.   Will  we  have  our  own  post  office,  our  own  zip  code  or 
our  own  zip  code  or  share  one  with  Exeter,  E.  Kingston  or  possible  Hampton 
falls. 

Skip  Heal  made  a  motion,  seconded  by  Bob  Noll:   To  give  the  board  of 
selectmen  permission  to  look  into  obtaining  for  the  Town  of  Kensington  its 
own  zip  code.   Much  discussion  followed. 

Lynne  Monroe  made  a  motion,  seconded  by  Skip  Heal  to  add  to  the  first 
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motion:   but  with  the  help  of  a  citizens  committee  and  no  decisions  being 
made  without  getting  back  to  the  town  meeting. 

After  much  more  discussion  a  motion  was  made  by  Lynne  Monroe,  seconded  by 
Skip  Heal,  the  final  motion:   To  allow  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  form  a 
committee  to  research  the  possibilities  of  the  Town  of  Kensington  obtaining 
its  own  zip  code.   This  committee  will  report  back  to  the  Selectmen  before 
the  Town  Meeting  in  1988. 

After  a  little  more  discussion,  Mildred  Sargent  made  a  motion  to  call  the 
question,  seconded  by  several.   Vote  to  call  the  question  was  in  the 
affirmative  . 

Voice  vote  on  the  final  motion  was  in  the  affirmative. 

Motion  made  by  Alfred  Felch  to  adjourn  the  meeting,  seconded  by  several. 
Voice  vote  was  in  the  affirmative. 

Meeting  adjourned  at  8:50  p.m.

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DEPARTMENT  REPORTS  AND  BUDGETS 
CEMETERY  TRUSTEE  REPORT  FOR  1997 

Work  continued  this  year  on  both  town  cemeteries.   The  Lower 
Yard/Dearborn  Cemetery  saw  the  repair  of  a  section  of  the  wrought  iron 
fence.   Supports  had  rusted  out  and  the  fence  became  unstable.   New 
supports  and  the  raising  of  the  fence  will  ensure  that  the  fence  will 
last  many  more  years.   The  remaining  sections  of  the  fence  are 
scheduled  to  be  repaired  the  summer  of  1998.   Tree  work  was  continued 
along  the  back  and  north  side.   The  trees  along  the  driveway  are 
scheduled  for  pruning  during  the  summer  of  1998. 

Major  pruning  and  the  removal  of  dead  wood  was  done  in  the  Upper 
Yard  to  reclaim  a  large  section  that  had  become  overgrown.   We  continue 
to  work  in  this  cemetery  as  it  represents  a  large  part  of  the  history 
of  Kensington.   More  stones  will  be  righted  and  repaired. 

A  major  effort  is  being  made  to  clean  the  stones  in  the  Lower 
Yard.   Six  Sunday  work  sessions  were  held  during  the  spring  and  fall 
and  several  town  residents  participated.   We  will  continue  this  project 
and  encourage  young  and  old  to  join  us. 

We  continue  to  be  grateful  for  the  work  of  Buddy  Dunn  in  the 
maintenance  of  the  cemetery  grounds.   Effective  January  1997,  no 
artificial  flowers  are  to  be  placed  on  the  gravesites.   Wires  cut 
accidentally  by  lawn  mowers  can  cause  serious  injury. 

We  also  ask  that  those  who  place  Christmas  decorations  at  the 
graves  please  remove  them  by  April  15th;  Memorial  Day  decorations  by 
November  1st.   By  following  these  guidelines  we  hope  to  keep  the 
cemetery  well  maintained. 

We  urge  all  families  to  establish  perpetual  care  on  their  family 
plot.   If  you  need  more  information,  contact  a  cemetery  trustee. 

In  the  past  few  years  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  burial  of 
ashes  at  the  cemetery.   There  are  a  few  procedures  that  must  be 
followed: 

-  A  trustee  must  be  notified  before  burial  of  ashes 

-  The  ashes  must  be  placed  in  a  permanent  container  (concrete, 
bronze,  or  synthetic  material 

-  A  burial  permit  must  be  filed  with  the  Town  Clerk 

The  cemetery  is  closed  to  traffic  and  burials  during  the  winter 
months  but  will  be  open  in  the  Spring  as  soon  as  road  and  frost 
conditions  permit.   The  iron  gates  are  closed  all  year  except  for 
Memorial  Day  week. 

BURIAL  PROCEDURES: 

In  the  event  of  a  death,  the  family  should  contact  the  Town  Office 
or  one  of  the  Cemetery  Trustees.   If  the  family  has  not  already 
selected  a  plot,  the  Cemetery  Trustees  will  assist  the  deceased's 
family  in  selecting  one.   There  are  two  graves  to  a  plot. 

Winter  Burials:   Due  to  weather,  road  conditions  and  frozen  or 
muddy  ground,  the  Dearborn  Cemetery  will  no  longer  be  open  for  winter 
burials.   An  exception  will  be  considered  at  the  discretion  of  the 
cemetery  trustees  taking  into  account  the  amount  of  snow  and  ground 
conditions.   The  town  vault  is  available  for  storage  until  Spring 
burial  .

FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT  FOR  1997 

The  Kensington  Fire  Department  and  Rescue  Squad  has  had  a  very 
productive  and  busy  year  in  1997.   I  would  like  to  thank  all  the 
members  for  their  many  hours  of  commitment  to  the  department.   This 
year  we  have  had  several  new  members  join  our  department,  and  all  have 
been  trained  for  either  Fire  or  Rescue  or  both.   Five  of  our  EMS 
responders  have  recertified  to  the  EMT  level,  and  two  EMT's  have 
recertified  to  EMT-I  level  so  as  we  may  better  serve  the  residents  of 
Kensington . 

"911"  has  been  up  and  running  for  the  whole  state  of  New  Hampshire 
for  the  past  three  years.   Simply  dial  911  and  when  a  telecommunicator 
answers  they  will  ask  you  some  questions  to  confirm  your  name  and 
address,  so  please  stay  on  the  line  if  possible.   The  "911"  system  puts 
your  address  on  a  computer  screen  as  soon  as  they  pickup,  but  they  like 
to  confirm  the  information  and  get  the  nature  of  your  call.   They  will 
then  switch  you  to  Rockingham  Dispatch.  "  911"  has  the  ability  to  help 
you  over  the  phone  with  medical  emergencies,  suicide  prevention,  poison 
control,  and  language  barrier.   You  should  dial  "911"  once  for  a  test 
and  tell  them  you  are  confirming  the  information  in  their  computer.   If 
you  dial  911  and  hang  up,  a  Police  Officer  will  show  up  at  your  door. 
Any  questions  please  call  Robert  Upton  772-4681. 

This  year  at  town  meeting  the  Rescue  Squad  will  be  asking  the 
residents  to  fund  approximately  half  the  cost  of  a  new  ambulance,  the 
other  half  to  be  provided  by  the  Fire  Department  Association.   The 
association  over  the  years  has  been  able,  through  fund  raisers  and 
donations,  to  save  approximately  $37,000  to  be  put  towards  the  purchase 
of  a  new  ambulance.   This  ambulance  will  replace  our  old  ambulance  that 
was  purchased  through  donations  16  years  ago.   Over  the  years, 
equipment  and  medical  practices  have  become  more  specialized  which 
require  more  space  in  the  ambulance.   Recently  our  ambulance  was 
upgraded  to  an  advanced  life  support  ambulance,  which  requires  us  to 
carry  more  equipment. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  on  behalf  of  the  Kensington 
Fire  Department  and  Rescue  Squad  members  to  express  our  gratitude  and 
appreciation  to  all  the  residents  of  Kensington  for  their  generous 
financial  and  moral  support.   It  is  my  pleasure  to  serve  this  community 
as  your  Fire  Chief . 
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The  Fire  Dept .  and  Rescue  Squad  have  had  a  total  of  54  Fire  calls 
and  80  Ambulance  calls  for  1997,  with  a  breakdown  as  follows:

PLEASE  INSTALL  AND  CHECK 
YOUR  SMOKE  DETECTORS  REGULARLY,  they  are  your  first  line  of  defense 
against  fire.   IT  IS  NOW  RECOMMENDED  TO  REPLACE  YOUR  SMOKE  DETECTOR  IF 
IT  IS  TEN  YEARS  OLD  OR  OLDER.

REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD  1997 

The  Planning  Board  has  been  busy  with  subdivision  applications, 
site  plan  reviews  and  commercial  excavations.   Although  Kensington's 
Zoning  Ordinance  and  Land  Use  Regulations  are   solid  and  up  to  date, 
they  do  not  adequately  address  quality  of  life  concerns,  preservation 
of  rural  character,  conservation  of  open  space,  traffic  calming, 


54 


ecological  integrity  and  community  design.   Some  of  these  concerns  can 
be  addressed  in  our  attempt  to  update  the  master  plan.   The 
recommendations  of  the  master  plan  provide  the  basis  for  subsequent 
changes  in  regulations.   Other  of  these  concerns  are   beyond  the  scope 
of  the  regulatory  process  and  must  be  addressed  through  other  forms  of 
organized  civic  action. 

Residential  housing  is  growing  in  Kensington.  We  welcome  the  fine 
people  coming  to  live  in  town,  at  the  same  time,  citizens  are  concerned 
with  the  impact  of  growth  on  the  tax  rate.

The  very  rough  estimate  for  1999  is  based  on  subdivisions 
currently  approved,  currently  in  the  process  of  approval  and  those 
parcels  of  land  and  individual  lots  that  we  forecast  will  be  developed 
for  residential  use.   Town  population  is  estimated  to  be  1,700.   There 
are  about  670  households  in  town. 

Activities  above  and  beyond  application  review,  include  approval 
of  the  new  driveway  regulations  (thanks  to  Harold  Bragg,  Marden 
Marshall  and  Dennis  Willis)  and  the  perennial  start-up  of  the  master 
planning  process  (thanks  to  Joan  Webber  and  Bonnie  Ellsworth).   To 
encourage  citizen  input  to  planning,  we  conducted  a  series  of  8 
sparsely  attended,  public  working  sessions  this  fall.   We  will  continue 
to  create  opportunities  to  contribute  to  the  plan  in  the  coming  year. 
The  creation  of  an  updated  Master  Plan  is  central  to  shaping  and 
controlling  the  future  development  of  Kensington.   We  need  all  the  help 
we  can  get  for  we  are  trying  to  do  the  whole  thing  wit  voluntary  effort 
rather  than  ask  the  town  for  the  $50,000  to  $120,000  other  town's  have 
spent  on  planning. 

The  Planning  Board's  current  membership  is  listed  in  the  front  of 
this  report.   Our  special  thanks  to  those  who  left  the  Board  this  year; 
Marden  Marshall  who  served  as  chair  for  part  of  the  year  and  brought 
astute  business  skills  to  the  Board,  Jean  Swanson  who  served  for  three 
years  on  the  Board  and  took  on  the  thankless  task  of  generating  intense 
excitement  about  a  Capital  Improvements  Plan,  and  Dennis  Willis  who 
served  five  faithful  years,  the  last  of  which  he  was  chairman,  and  a 
model  of  civility  in  action.   The  Town  should  be  grateful  to  Harold 
Bragg  for  his  continuing  contributions  of  valued  expertise  and  of  his 
concern  for  the  community  as  a  whole.   John  Sargent,  the  Selectmen's 
representative,  is  valued  for  his  understanding  of  the  town  and  his 
wisdom  in  decision  making.   Mary  Ann  Bouchard,  the  town's  loyal 
Administrative  Assistant,  has  worked  long  and  intelligently  productive 
hours  on  behalf  of  the  board  for  which  we  are  grateful .   Our  town 
engineer,  Ed  Minnick  of  the  Rockingham  County  Conservation  District, 
has  provided  us  with  superb  and  timely  assistance  this  year .

REPORT  OF  THE  KENSINGTON  POLICE  DEPARTMENT  1997 

As  your  Chief  of  Police,  I  am  pleased  to  report  to  you  the 
progress  and  activities  of  the  Kensington  Police  Department  for  the 
calendar  year  1997. 

This  past  year  has  once  again  been  a  real  test  of  endurance  for 
the  police  department.   Obviously,  with  population  growth  not  only  in 
Kensington,  the  State  reports  that  Rockingham  County  has  experienced 
the  highest  growth  rate  throughout  the  State.   With  this  growth 
explosion,  it  has  increased  transit  activity  dramatically.   As  some  of 
you  are  aware,  there  are   several  State  highways  that  run  through  the 
Town  of  Kensington.   They  have  motor  vehicles  travelling  on  them  24 
hours  a  day  continuously.   With  the  increase  in  activity,  the  police 
department  during  1997  targeted  drugs  and  its  mobility  through  our 
town.   Our  efforts  netted  106  physical  arrests  in  drug  trafficking  and 
possession.   It  is  a  concerning  thought  that  90%  of  those  arrests  were 
taken  from  people  who  were  smoking  Marijuana  and  driving  automobiles 
through  this  community.   Basically,  they  were  all  impaired  to  some 
degree.   I  would  like  to  think  that  our  efforts  did  save  lives  and  sent 
a  strong  message  to  those  who  indulge  in  the  chemical  world  to  find 
alternate  routes  around  Kensington.   Court  figures  indicate  that 
Kensington  led  the  way  in  drug  arrests  for  1997.   This  is  certainly  no 
indication  that  Kensington  is  a  drug  haven  or  has  a  drug  problem,  it 
simply  means  that  most  of  these  individuals  passing  through  this  town 
to  another  town,  were  arrested  and  never  made  it.   We  are  quite  proud 
of  that  fact! 

In  addition  to  drug  activity,  your  police  department  investigated 
a  host  of  additional  crimes  and  incidents  ranging  from  animal  control 
calls  to  residential  burglaries.   We  are  making  every  effort  to  keep 
all  adverse  activity  to  a  minimum  to  ensure  a  safe  environment  for  all 
town  residents. 

I  implore  all  citizens  to  report  any  unusual  activity  within  the 
town  to  the  police  department.   With  budget  restraints  and  additional 
cutbacks  for  1998,  it  will  be  extremely  hard  to  produce  1997  activity 
figures  without  your  assistance.   The  department  is  currently  staffed 
with  one  full  time  officer  and  part  time  help.   Our  patrol  hours  are 
limited.   Our  part  time  officers  are   all  dedicated,  but  they  have  other 
full  time  responsibilities.   Please  feel  assured  that  we  will  continue 
to  do  our  best  within  our  physical  and  financial  means. 

For  your  information,  the  following  is  an  overview  of  the 
Kensington  Police  Department's  activity  for  1997.   These  figures  do  not 
include  general  calls  for  service,  such  as  vacation  house  checks,  lock 
outs,  disabled  motorists,  neighborhood  disputes,  executing  search 
warrants,  assisting  other  town  departments,  routine  motor  vehicle 
stops,  and  many  others.   It  also  does  not  reflect  the  numerous  days 
this  department  has  spent  in  District  Court  testifying  and  prosecuting.

Kensington's  recycling  efforts  went  very  well  in  1997,  setting  a  new  record  of  194  tons.  A  great  deal  of  this 
success  can  be  attributed  to  being  the  first  "complete"  year  of  curbside  pick-up.

The  1998  fees  for  curbside  pickup  will  remain  the  same  as  last  year...  .$0.75  per  household/pick-up  or 
$19.50  per  household  for  the  full  year.  Because  of  the  high  recycling  rate  in  town,  the  program  nearly  pays 
for  itself  by  avoiding  landfill  tipping  fees.  At  194  tons  and  the  current  tipping  rate,  the  town  avoided  a  cost 
of  $12,368  to  the  Kingston  Landfill. 

The  Recycling  Committee  would  like  to  thank  everyone  who  participated  in  the  program  in  1997  and 

we  look  forward  to  your  continued  support  in  the  upcoming  year.  Our  goal  in  1998  will  be  to  continue  to 
expand  the  program  in  ways  that  make  financial  sense  to  the  town.  For  example,  one  new  event  scheduled 
for  May  is  an  old  tire  drop-off.  For  a  small  fee  per  tire,  residents  will  be  able  to  recycle  all  those  old  tires 
that  have  been  accumulating  in  basements,  garages,  bams,  outdoors,  etc.  over  the  years.  There  will  be  no 
cost  to  the  town  for  this  event.  Details  of  the  tire  drop-off  will  be  available  in  March. 

We  invite  new  residents  to  join  our  town's  recycling  efforts.  Anyone  with  questions  about  the  recycling 
program  or  wanting  to  join  the  recycling  committee  can  contact  the  town  hall  for  more  information.

SOUTHEAST  REGIONAL  REFUSE  DISPOSAL  DISTRICT  53-B 
December  1996  -  December  1997 

This  was  the  sixth  year  the  District  has  conducted  the 
Household  Hazardous  Waste  program  for  the  member  towns.   We 
held  two  collections  -  in  Hampton  in  the  Spring  and  Sandown 
in  the  Fall.   The  Collection  in  Hampton  was  held  on  May  19, 
1997.   A  total  of  395  cars  attended  the  collection 
representing  455  households.   The  collection  in  Sandown  was 
held  on  October  4,  1997.   A  total  of  101  cars  attended 
representing  123  households.   At  our  first  collection  in 
1992,  81%  of  the  participants  had  never  been  to  a  HHW 
collection  before.   Last  year  45%  had  never  been  to  a 
collection  and  this  year  36%  had  never  attended  before. 

The  total  cost  of  both  collections  was  $19,649.   The 
per  household  cost  for  Hampton  was  $33.28  and  the  per 
household  cost  for  Sandown  $36.63.   A  grant  from  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire,  based  on  the  population  of  the  District  member 
towns,  in  the  amount  of  $8,616  helped  to  offset  the  cost.  The 
remainder  was  paid  for  out  of  District  funds  which  had  been 
set  aside  for  this  purpose. 

Based  on  the  positive  response  we  receive  to  these 
collections,  the  committee  feels  these  collection  are  a  very 
important  function  of  the  District  and  should  continue. 
Citizens  in  our  member  municipalities  continue  to  become  more 
educated  about  household  hazardous  waste,  have  become 
familiar  with  the  collections,  and  are  willing  to 
participate.   The  District  has  budgeted  fvmds  in  the  1998- 
1999  budget  to  hold  collections  in  the  Spring  and  Fall  of 
1998. 

The  District  continued  its  Recycling  Grant  Program  for 
education  and  public  relations.   Fremont,  Hampton,  Kensington 
and  South  Hampton  received  grants  totaling  $4,476.   The 
Recycling  Committee  of  these  towns  will  be  producing 
educational  materials  to  aid  in  their  recycling  efforts. 
$5,000.00  has  again  been  budgeted  to  continue  this  program  in 
1998-1999. 

The  Administrative  Assistant  and  members  of  the  District 
Committee  attended  several  State  level  conferences  during  the 
year. 

The  landfill  portion  of  the  District  continues  to  be  the 
management  of  the  long-term  contract  with  the  Turnkey 
Landfill  in  Rochester.   Brentwood,  Fremont,  Hampton,  New 
Castle,  North  Hampton,  Rye  and  Sandown  are  currently  shipping 
to  Turnkey.   In  July,  the  current  tipping  fee  of  $48.27  will 
be  adjusted  by  the  CPI  of  January  1,  1998. 

The  Septage  Committee  and  Waste-to  Energy  Committee 
continue  to  be  inactive. 

IN  THE  UPCOMING  YEAR: 


The  Administrative  portion  of  the  District  will  continue 
to  be  a  part-time  operation.   The  present  office  location 
will  be  maintained,  and  the  Administrative  Assistant's  hours 
will  remain  at  twenty  hours  per  week.   The  contract  with 
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Waste  Management  will  continue  to  be  administered  by  the 
District  office. 

The  seventh  annual  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collections 
will  be  organized  for  the  spring  and  fall. 

Recycling  education  grants  will  again  be  awarded  to 
District  member  towns. 

We  will  continue  to  keep  abreast  of  all  refuse  disposal 
and  recycling  methods,  and  we  are  always  available  to  assist 
and/or  answer  questions  from  member  towns  and  citizens.   We 
will  also  continue  to  attend  State  level  conferences  on  MSW 
and  recycling.

ASSISTANCE  SUMMARY  FOR  1997 

During  1997,  the  Rockingham  Planning  Commission  (RPC)  provided  a  wide  variety  of  planning 
assistance  to  the  Town  of  Kensington.  The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  assistance  requested  by 
the  Town: 

1.  Attended  two  Planning  Board  meetings  to  discuss  a  variety  of  issues,  including  master 
planning.  Capital  improvements  Program  (CIP)  wetiands  ordinances,  and  grov^rth 
management,  and  to  introduce  new  RPC  staff  planner  v/ho  will  working  with  Kensington. 
Also  met  with  new  Planning  Board  members  at  the  RPC  offices  and  provided  them  with 
information  about  the  role  of  the  RPC,  planning  board  procedures,  master  planning  and 
CIP's  and  the  OSP  Community  Stewardship  Program. 

2.  Incorporated  the  1997  zoning  amendments  into  the  version  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance  on  the 
RPC  computer  and  fonvarded  a  copy  of  the  revised  version  to  the  Planning  Board.

Assisted  several  towns  witn  developing  computerized  tax  parcel 
maps,  Including  Newington,  Hampton  Falls  and  Seabrook;  provided  resource  based  GIS 
maps  for  numerous  communities    Updated  Regional  GIS  maps  of  land  use  and  zoning. 
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Prepared  and  distributed  our  annual  zoning  and  building  code  amendment  calendar 
infomning  towTi  officials  of  the  required  tinning  of  events  associated  with  proposed  zoning 
ordinance  and  building  code  amendments.

Organizations  (MPOs).  continued  to  cany  out  the  federally  mandated  metropolitan  plannir^g  process. 
Having  this  process  in  place  ensures  that  federal  transportation  funds  (highway  and  public 
transportation)  will  continue  to  be  available  to  the  region.    Key  accomplishments  during  the  year 
were  completwn  of  the  Draft  Transportation  Improvement  Program  (TIPs)  for  1999-2001.    Specific 
accomplishments  of  the  Seacoast  and  Salem-Plaistow-Windham  MPO  transportation  planning 
programs  during  1997  included  the  follov/ing:

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Kensington  School  District  Meeting 
March  8,  1997 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7:00  PM  by  the  Moderator,  Victor  Petzy.  Mr.  Petzy  led  the 
meeting  in  a  salute  to  the  flag. 

Mr.  Petzy  introduced  the  School  District  Officers  as  well  as  those  in  attendance  from  the  SAU 
Office.  Additionally,  Mr.  Petzy  introduced  the  Attorney  for  the  School  District  and  Dr.  Chester 
Lee,  KES  Principal. 

Mr.  Petzy  asked  if  there  were  any  objections  to  allowing  any  of  the  aforementioned  non-residents 
from  addressing  the  meeting.  There  were  no  objections. 

Mr.  Petzy  then  explained  the  Parliamentary  Procedures  he  would  follow  as  Moderator  for  the 
meeting. 

ARTICLE  1.  To  determine  the  salaries  of  the  School  Board  and  Truant  Officer  and  fix  the 
compensation  of  any  other  officers  or  agents  of  the  School  District  at  the  same 
amount  as  paid  in  the  previous  year. 

Paul  St. Jean  moved  to  accept  Article  1.  Dick  Drew  seconded  the  motion. 

Bob  Noll  stated  he  felt  the  board  was  not  compensated  enough  for  their  work.  No  amendment  was 
offered. 

The  vote  was  taken  and  was  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  2.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  School  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for 
the  support  of  schools,  for  the  payment  of  salaries  for  school  District  officials  and 
agents  and  for  statutory  obligations  of  the  School  District 

Dick  Drew  moved  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  amount  of  Nine  Hundred  Ninety-Five  Thousand, 
Eighty-Four  Dollars  ($995, 084.00).  Paul  St.Jean  seconded  the  motion  .  Dick  Drew  addressed  the 
meeting  noting  the  amount  represents  an  approximate  1%  increase  over  last  year's  budget. 

Mr.  St.Jean  addressed  the  meeting  noting  that  the  board  had  tried  to  come  in  at  level  spending.  Mr. 
St.Jean  stated  the  few  exceptions  were  attributable  to  the  textbook  account,  increase  in  the  Nurse's 
time  and  an  increase  in  the  contribution  to  the  teacher  retirement  account.  Mr.  St.Jean  also  noted 
that  the  salary  of  the  6th  grade  teacher  and  applicable  benefits  for  that  teacher  will  be  taken  over  by 
the  Coop  but  that  teacher  will  be  answerable  to  Dr.  Lee  for  the  1997-1998  school  year. 

Donna  Carter  asked  what  salary  amount  was  extracted  from  the  Kensington  School  District  budget 
for  the  Coop  teacher.  Mr.  St.Jean  stated  it  depended  on  who  that  teacher  would  be  and  he  thought 
it  would  be  Mrs.  Roffman.  Paul  Flynn  interjected  that  no  teacher  had  been  designated  as  the  Coop 
teacher  at  this  time.  Mr.  Hynn  stated  that  a  little  less  than  Thirty-Two  Thousand  Dollars 
($32,000.00)  had  been  taken  from  the  KES  budget. 

John  Sargent  Sr.  called  for  the  question.  The  motion  was  unanimously  accepted. 

The  vote  was  taken  on  Article  2  and  passed  unanimously. 
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ARTICLE  3.  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  enter  into  a  collective  bargaining  agreement 
with  the  Kensington  Education  Association  (the  union  representing  the  teachers  in 
the  School  District)  covering  the  two  year  period  from  September  1, 1997  to  August 
31,1999  and  approve  the  cost  items  included  therein  containing,  in  summary: 
continuation  of  existing  non-salary  benefits;  and  salary  increases  so  that  the 
approximate  increase  in  the  cost  of  teacher  salaries  because  of  this  agreement  and 
step  increases  for  each  of  two  years  (subject  to  change  resulting  from  changes  in  the 
number  of  and  in  the  educational  degrees  and  years  of  experience  of  teachers 
employed)  over  the  preceding  year  will  be:  $15,600.00  for  the  1997-1998  year 
(approx.  3.5%  over  1996-1997);  and  $16,100.00  for  the  19998-1999  year  (approx. 
3.5%  over  1997-1998). 

And,  further,  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $15,600.00  for  the  1997-1998 
year,  such  sum  representing  the  additional  costs  attributable  to  the  increase  in 
salaries  and  salary  related  benefits  over  those  included  as  part  of  the  1997-1998 
budget. 

(The  School  Board  recommends  that  the  School  District  enter  into  this  agreement 
and  make  this  appropriation  of  $15,600.00). 

Brian  Cook  moved  to  accept  ARTICLE  3.  Paul  St.Jean  seconded  the  motion. 

Ann  Noll  asked  for  a  synopsis  of  the  collective  bargaining  agreement.  Brian  Cook  addressed  the 
meeting  stating  the  teachers  had  initially  asked  for  a  3-yr,  contract  but  had  agree  to  a.2-yr.  contract. 
Mr.  Cook  stated  the  negotiations  with  the  teachers  was  fairly  amiable  and  both  sides  had  agreed  to 
a  3  1/2%  increase  on  the  collective  base  salaries  for  each  of  the  two  years. 
Mr.  Cook  stated  he  felt  the  increase  was  in  line  with  the  cost  of  living  index.  Mrs.  Noll  asked  if  the 
benefit  package  had  clianged.  Mr.  Cook  stated  the  benefit  package  had  basically  remained  the 
same  with  teachers  contributing  10%  of  their  health  insurance. 

John  Sargent  Sr.  moved  the  question  and  was  unanimously  accepted. 

The  vote  on  ARTICLE  3  was  taken  and  the  vote  was  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  4.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees  or  Officers  heretofore  chosen 
and  pass  any  vote  relative  thereto. 

Dick  Drew  moved  to  pass  over  Article  4.  Mr.  Petzy  stated  it  was  his  understanding  the  Article 
would  need  to  be  tabled  rather  than  passed  over.  Mr.  Drew  then  moved  to  table  Article  4.  Brian 
Cook  seconded  the  motion.  The  vote  was  taken  to  table  Article  4  and  the  vote  was  in  the 
affirmative. 

ARTICLE  5.  To  choose  Agents  and/or  Committees  in  relation  to  any  subject  embraced  by  this 
warrant. 

Brian  Cook  moved  to  table  Article  5.  John  Sargent  Sr.  seconded  the  motion.  The  vote  to  table 
Article  5  was  taken  and  the  vote  was  in  the  affirmative. 
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ARTICLE  6.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  this  meeting. 

Dick  Drew  presented  a  plaque  to  Mr.  St.Jean  in  recognition  of  his  dedicated  service  as  a  board 
member  for  the  last  five  years. 

Mr.  St.Jean  thanked  the  board  and  the  community  for  the  recognition  and  stated  that  KES  has  a 
great  system  and  great  leadership  under  Paul  Rynn  and  Dr.  Lee.  Mr.  St.Jean  noted  the  town 
should  be  grateful  for  the  cohesiveness  of  the  board,  and  the  education  given  to  the  students  as 
reflected  in  the  core  curriculum  and  the  results  of  the  standardized  test  scores.  Paul  stated  he  felt 
comfortable  leaving  the  board  under  the  leadership  of  Dick  Drew.  Paul  additionally  encouraged 
the  community  to  become  involved  in  the  school  and  the  town. 

Mr.  Drew  publicly  thanked  Mr.  Clancy  for  his  ten-year  term  as  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Doris  Bickford  addressed  the  meeting  and  stated  the  Sr.  Citizens  were  grateful  to  the  students  of 
KES  for  the  Poinsettias  delivered  at  Christmas.  Mrs.  Bickford  noted  she  especially  enjoyed  the 
children  singing. 

Betty  Willoughby  asked  for  clarification  regarding  the  increase  to  the  teacher  retirement  account. 
Paul  Flynn  explained  that  the  state  assesses  the  district  a  certain  rate  of  contribution  and  that  rate 
had  increased  by  approximately  twenty  percent  (20%)  over  last  year's  contribution.  Mr.  Rynn 
explained  that  the  monies  are  not  earmarked  for  individual  teachers  but  rather  placed  in  the  state 
coiffeurs  for  disbursement  upon  a  vested  teacher's  retirement.  Mrs.  Willoughby  asked  if  the 
teacher  contribute  to  the  retirement  account.  Mr.  Hynn  stated  the  teachers  contribute  5%  to  the 
retirement  fund  and  the  district  contributes  2.88%. 

Donna  Carter  stated  that  by  her  calculations  the  overall  increase  adding  the  Elementary  School 
(after  extracting  Thirty-Two  Thousand  Dollars  for  the  Sixth  Grade  Teacher's  salary)  Budget  with 
the  proposed  Coop  Budget  is  One  Hundred  Thirty-Four  Thousand  Dollars  (($134,000.00)  and 
asked  Mr.  StJean  if  he  agreed  with  that  figure.  Mr.  St.Jean  said  that  the  figures  given  to  him  did 
not  indicate  that  increase.  Mr.  St.Jean  stated  that  the  cost  of  the  buyout  is  Thirty  Seven  Thousand, 
Three  Hundred  Thirty  Dollars  ($37,330)  and  the  cost  of  the  bond  for  the  new  building  is  Forty 
Thousand,  Seven  Hundred  Sixty  Dollars  and  taking  those  two  figures  into  account  the  increase 
would  be  approximately  1%.  Mr.  St.Jean  also  indicated  that  the  Coop  share  of  the  entire  tax  rate 
will  be  approximately  Nine  Dollars,  Twenty-One  Cents  ($9.21).  Mr.  Rynn  indicated  the  tax 
impact  was  reflected  in  the  Coop  Budget  Information  sheet  available  at  the  meeting.  Mr.  Rynn 
stated  the  total  impact  will  be  determined  after  the  Coop  Meeting  on  Saturday  and  after  knowing 
what  the  revenues  would  be.  Mr.  Rynn  went  on  to  say  the  current  tax  rate  for  the  school  portion 
of  the  tax  bill  is  Sixteen  Dollars,  Nineteen  Cents  ($16.19)  and  it  appears  the  total  school  budget 
less  anticipated  revenues  will  be  approximately  Seventeen  Dollars,  Nineteen  Cents  ($17.09) 
indicating  a  Ninety  Cent  ($.90)  increase  of  which  Sixty  Seven  Cents  ($.67)  is  attributable  to  the 
buyout  and  the  bond  for  the  new  school.  Again,  Mr.  Rynn  indicated  there  was  no  way  at  this  time 
to  predict  what  the  anticipated  revenues  would  be. 

Mrs.  Willoughby  asked  how  the  buyout  figure  was  arrived  at.  Mr.  St.Jean  stated  that  the  State 
Department  of  Education  appraises  all  educational  buildings  in  N.H.  Mrs.  Willoughby  asked 
about  the  state  aid  paid  to  Exeter.  Mr.  Rynn  stated  the  aid  had  been  deducted  before  the  buyout 
figure  was  arrived  at. 

Mr.  Brewster  asked  for  further  clarification  regarding  the  Kensington  Elementary  School  vs  Coop 
portion  of  the  tax  bill. 
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Nancy  Smith  asked  if  the  salaries  in  the  Coop  Budget  reflected  the  Exeter  Teacher  Financial 
package  or  the  Coop  Teacher  Financial  package.  Mr.  St.Jean  stated  the  financial  package  offered 
by  the  Coop  was  in  the  budget  and  stated  the  difference  in  the  packages  is  approximately  One 
Hundred  Fifty  Thousand  Dollars  ($150,000.00).  Mr.  St.Jean  noted  that  should  the  Coop  District 
vote  for  the  Exeter  financial  package  and  not  add  an  additional  One  Hundred  Fifty  Thousand 
Dollars  ($150,000.00)  to  the  proposed  Coop  Budget  he  felt  the  monies  could  be  found  within  the 
Coop  Budget.  Mrs.  Smith  stated  she  felt  it  would  be  difficult  to  find  that  money  without  hurting 
programs.  Mr.  St.Jean  felt  it  could  be  done.  Mrs.  Smith  asked  if  class  sizes  would  need  to  be 
increased.  Paul  answered  not  necessarily  but,  if  needed  they  would  be  increased  minimally. 

Mr.  Petzy  then  stated  any  other  questions  relative  to  the  Coop  Budget  could  be  addressed  at  the 
Coop  Meeting  on  Saturday. 

John  Sargent  moved  to  adjourn  the  meeting.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  several.  The  vote  was 
in  the  affirmative.  The  meeting  adjoumed  at  7:50  PM.

A  major  change  has  occurred  in  the  governance  of  SAU  16  schools  as  the 
Exeter  Region  Cooperative  School  District  assumed  operating  responsibility 
for  grades  6-12  on  July  1,  1997.  The  transition  has  gone  very  well  thanks  to 
the  efforts  of  the  Cooperative  Board,  Building  Committee  for  the  new 
middle-school,  administrators  and  staff  Last  year's  predictions  of  the 
minimal  impact  on  the  tax  rates  to  each  of  the  communities  with  the  new 
Cooperative  School  District  proved  to  be  accurate. 

The  voters  of  the  Exeter  School  District  will  be  presented  with  a  bond 
initiative  to  refurbish  the  Lincoln  Street  Elementary  School  in  order  to 
address  air  quality,  safety  concerns  and  the  learning  environment.  Also, 
various  study  committees  are  meeting  to  make  recommendations  for  the 
most  efficient  utilization  of  the  Junior  and  Senior  Khgh  School  buildings. 

The  new  middle-level  facility  being  constructed  on  Guinea  Road  in  Stratham 
is  scheduled  to  open  in  the  fall  of  1998.  The  construction  remains  on 
schedule  and  the  beauty  of  the  setting  and  the  impressiveness  of  the  building 
find  much  favor  with  the  people  who  have  had  the  opportunity  to  visit  the 
construction  site.  The  middle-level  students  of  SAU  16  will  have  a  facility 
that  will  undoubtedly  enhance  their  learning  as  they  enter  the  21^  century. 

There  is  a  sense  of  collaboration  with  the  individual  school  districts  and  the 
agreement  to  hire  a  curriculum  coordinator  SAU  wide  beginning  with  the 
1998-1999  school  year  is  an  important  step  in  this  direction.  It  is  paramount 
that  all  students  in  the  SAU  have  a  "common"  curriculum  and  a  variety  of 
assessment  measures  to  ensure  that  national,  state  and  local  standards  are  not 
only  being  taught,  but  learned. 
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Brentwood  welcomed  Nick  Hardy  as  principal  of  the  Swasey  School  in 
August.  Nick  brings  extensive  administrative  experience  to  Swasey  and  the 
SAU.  Also  in  Brentwood,  acting  on  the  Governor's  monetary  incentives, 
the  citizens  voted  to  eliminate  tuition-based  kindergarten  in  October  and 
now  fully  fund  this  important  program.  Kensington,  Newfields,  and  East 
Kingston  are  in  the  process  of  studying  building  additions  to  their  facilities 
in  order  to  address  space  concerns. 

The  SAU  continues  to  make  efforts  to  prepare  our  students  technologically 
as  they  enter  the  2V^  Century.  This  is  an  immense  endeavor  and  one  that 
generates  lots  of  dialogue  and  conversation.  I  think  most  people  agree, 
however,  that  students  must  be  prepared  with  the  various  technologies  on 
completion  of  their  public  education  as  they  either  enter  the  world  of  work 
or  post-secondary  education.  Further  agreement  exists  regarding  the 
importance  of  providing  for  technology's  authentic  expression  in  the 
curriculum.  Although  some  individual  schools  in  the  SAU  have  adequate 
access  to  technology,  as  a  whole,  the  SAU  technology  opportunities  are 
inadequate  for  students,  staff  and  for  -use  by  the  various  communities.  In 
my  opinion,  this  has  to  be  a  priority  in  the  years  to  come. 

The  funding  of  quality  education  is  an  emotional  issue;  indeed  it  is  an 
expensive  proposition.  However,  there  is  arguably  no  mission  that  is  more 
important  to  a  democracy  than  an  educated  citizenry.  The  SAU  Schools 
need  community  involvement  and  support  in  order  to  meet  the  challenges  of 
the  next  century.

Principal's  Report 


The  staff  and  administration  of  the  Kensington  Elementary  School  are  very  appreciative  of  the  support  that  we 
continue  to  receive  from  the  commxmity.  ft  has  allowed  us  to  provide  the  kinds  of  quality  educational  programs, 
which  enhance  the  development  of  our  individual  students.  The  responsibility  of  educating  the  youth  of  our 
conmiunity  is  an  awesome  task  but  one  that  we,  the  parents,  teachers,  and  citizens  of  Kensington  can  accomphsh  by 
working  together  for  our  common  goals.  The  Kensington  Elementary  School  children  are  benefiting  from  our 
collective  efforts  and  have  every  opportunity  to  develop  their  full  potential  as  scholars  and  as  individual  members 
of  our  society. 

This  year  we  have  been  actively  involved  with  the  process  of  transition  to  the  new  Cooperative  School  District.  Our 
current  sixth  graders  are  already  considered  to  be  members  of  the  Cooperative  School  District  but  are  continuing 
their  education  in  Kensington  until  the  new  Middle  School  is  completed.  The  Cooperative  Board  reports  that  the 
new  building  is  under  construction  and  on  a  timetable  to  open  in  September  of  1998.  Teaching  teams  have  been 
formed,  staff  training  is  ongoing  and  the  Cooperative  administrative  team  has  developed  a  comprehensive  transition 
plan.  There  is  no  question,  in  my  mind,  that  their  efforts  will  result  in  a  middle  school,  second  to  none  within  the 
state  of  New  Hampshire. 

Academically,  the  Kensington  students  continue  to  focus  on  the  basics,  particularly  the  language  arts  skiUs  of 
reading  and  writing.  At  the  end  of  the  1996-97  school  year  our  students  published  their  own  book.  Kids  Excellent 
Stories  &  Writings.  Every  student  contributed  to  the  pubbcation  and  legitimately  became  young  authors.  The  New 
Hampshire  State  Assessment  tests  once  again  provided  compelling  evidence  that  our  students  are  doing  very  well 
when  compared  with  their  peers  across  the  state  and  within  their  own  SAU.  Their  success  is  a  credit  to  their  own 
conscientious  efforts  and  the  outstanding  work  of  our  professional  staff. 

We  are  pleased  to  welcome  two  new  members  to  the  Kensington  education  team.  Ms.  Jane  Castle,  Speech- 
Language  Pathologist  has  an  extensive  background  working  with  early  childhood  and  elementary  age  children.  Her 
ejq)erience  includes  six  years  with  the  Exeter  Hospital  providing  evaluation  and  remedial  services  for  language- 
learning  disabled  children.  Mr.  Christopher  Roy  has  assumed  the  responsibilities  of  our  physical  education 
program.  A  graduate  of  Springfield  College  Mr.  Roy  has  several  years  of  e:!q)erience  as  physical  education  teacher 
in  the  Hanqjton,  Exeter,  and  East  Kingston  schools. 

A  special  recognition  to  Mary  WilUs,  coordinator  of  the  School  Volunteer  Program  for  the  past  five  years.  Her 
diligent  work  and  her  leadership  skills  have  brought  many  conmiimity  resources  into  the  school.  Our  students  have 
certainly  benefited  from  Mary's  outstanding  contributions.  In  addition,  her  efforts  have  earned  the  Kensington 
Elementary  School  the  prestigious  Blue  Ribbon  Award  from  the  New  Hampshire  Partners  in  Education.  This  is  the 
fourth  consecutive  year  that  we  have  been  recognized  by  this  distinguished  organization.  Thank  you,  Mary. 

On  behalf  of  the  entire  staff  of  the  Kensington  Elementary  School,  I  would  like  to  ejqjress  our  sincere  appreciation 
for  the  strong  support  and  assistance  we  have  received  from  the  individual  members  of  the  Kensington  School 
Board  and  the  entire  SAU  administrative  team,  particularly  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Sdiools,  Paul  Flynn.

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INFORMATION  FOR  KENSINGTON  RESIDENTS 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  FOR  WASTE  AND  REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

1.  There  will  be  a  house  to  house  pickup  every  Weds,  of  each 
week. 

2.  Waste  must  be  contained  in  plastic  bags  or  trash 
containers,  not  to  exceed  a  capacity  of  30  gallons. 

3.  Solid  waste  must  be  placed  at  the  end  of  the  driveway  by 
6:30  a.m.  on  Weds. 

4.  Weight  of  any  container  must  not  exceed  50  pounds. 

5.  Each  household  is  allowed  one  bag  or  barrel  filled  only 
to  the  rim  at  no  cost.   Additional  bags  or  barrels 
require  a  sticker  which  may  be  purchased  at  the  Town 
Offices  or  Kensington  Grocery  at  a  cost  of  $1.00  each. 

6.  No  brush  or  stumps  will  be  picked  up  and  no  55  gallon 
drums  are  to  be  used. 

7.  Refrigerators,  stoves,  washing  machines,  dryers  and  tires 
will  be  picked  up  at  a  predetermined  date. 

8.  There  will  be  a  container  placed  at  the  Elementary  School 
for  the  use  of  the  school,  fire  house,  library,  town  hall 
and  church. 

9.  No  petroleum  products,  car  batteries  or  ashes  will  be 
picked  up. 


LICENSING  OF  DOGS 

Each  owner  of  a  dog  three  months  old  or  over  must  license  the 
dog  with  the  Town  Clerk  before  May  1st  of  each  year.   Each 
dog  over  six  months  old  must  have  received  a  rabies 
vaccination.   The  certificate  of  vaccination  is  to  be 
presented  to  the  Town  Clerk  at  the  time  of  licensing.   Each 
dog  must  wear  a  collar  around  its  neck;  attached  to  the 
collar  a  metal  tag  distinctly  marked  with  its  license  number.

JUNK  CAR  REGULATIONS 

New  Hampshire  Statute  requires  anyone  with  two  or  more 
unregistered  vehicles  or  old  cars  no  longer  intended  or  in 
condition  for  legal  use  on  highways  or  used  auto  parts  equal 
in  bulk  to  two  vehicles  must  obtain  a  license  or  be  subject 
to  a  $10.00  a  day  fine  and  a  mandatory  injunction  to  end  the 
violation  by  selectmen.   New  and  used  car  dealers  registered 
as  such  are  not  considered  auto  junk  dealers  but  must  remove 
junk  cars  from  their  premises  within  160  days.
